We tried to include a 
variety of levels for the questions and activities so that this book would be applicable for a 
wide range of ages. Easier questions and activities are marked with a palm branch, and more 
challenging ones are marked with an empty tomb. We designed each section to be for an 
individual day, but, of course, you can go as fast or as slow as you like. 

Also, you can use as much or as little of the book as you want, whatever draws your heart 
toward God. And if all you use is the scripture references as a jumping off point to read out 
of your own Bible and have you own reflection or discussion, that is great too. After all, only 
the Word is infallible, and we are far from it. 

Thank you for taking time to read these words and desiring to celebrate Christ's 
resurrection.

We have also included a variety of printable resources to go along with this short book. You 
can use these to complete some of the activities if you like.

Book." Print and cut out the cover and the quarter sheets pages for days 1-8. Place 
pages inside folded cover and staple (or fasten together in another manner). Children 
can color the picture and write a verse, thought, or draw another picture in the box 
provided to go along with the reading.

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Matthew 21:1-17

Jesus makes His entry into Jerusalem as the King of the Jews. However, instead of royal 
chariots and fanfare, He rides on a borrowed donkey. Even when Jesus was rightfully being 
hailed as part of the royal line of David and recognized and the savior sent by God, He was 
still humble. 

On this day, the multitudes in the streets recognized that Jesus was a prophet coming in 
God's name, but when He entered into the temple, He found it full of business rather than 
worship for Himself and His Father, God. 

Jesus cast out the money changers and merchandise sellers. He cleared the business out of 
the place of worship. The children sang His praises in the temple, but the priests and scribes 
were very displeased. In a very short time these leaders would turn the people against 
Jesus. 

Let us always remember to sing Jesus' praises and to be wholly devoted to Him. Let us be 
steadfast in our faith.

36 Master, which is the great commandment in the law?

The religious leaders are threatened by the increasing number of people following Jesus. 
They are trying to find a way to turn the people and leaders against Him, to get rid of Him. 
The Pharisees try to force Jesus to speak against religious law and traditions by asking, 
"Which is the great commandment in the law?" (Matthew 22:36) Jesus replies the first 
commandment is to love God completely, and the second is to love others. All other laws 
and commands hang on these two tenets. If we truly put God first, others second, and then 
ourselves, all of the other laws are easily fulfilled. 

It has often been said that joy is spelled 
Jesus 
Others 
Yourself 

If we get this order correct, the other pieces of our life will fit neatly together, and we can 
find peace, rest, and contentment. 

Love God first: 



Serve Him above everything. Give to Him first. Sin not against Him. 
Love others next: 



Serve others before ourselves. Give to others. Sin not against others nor harm them. 

We fulfill God's laws when we seek Him and act out of love. God promises that when we 
seek first His kingdom and His righteousness, everything else we need will be provided 
(Matthew 6:33).

The disciples called it waste.

God values precious gifts poured out in offering to Him. If we pour out our lives as a gift, an 
offering, to Jesus, others may call it waste. 

But God knows our hearts, sees our souls, and discerns what is of true eternal value. It is up 
to Him to judge what is truly a good work. 

Jesus says we will always have the poor with us. We aren't able to fix everything for 
everyone. We can't solve all of the world's problems. 

But we can give to God. He used Zaccheaus' riches and the widow's mite, Sampson's 
strength and Esther's beauty, forty days in the wilderness with God and the briefest touch 
of the Savior's coat, the faith of Abraham and that of a child. 

Giving to God may seem like wasting something precious, whether it be money, ability, or 
time, but God sees the eternal value.

13 And they cried out again, Crucify him. 

14 Then Pilate said unto them, Why, what evil hath he done? And they cried out the more 
exceedingly, Crucify him. 

15 And so Pilate, willing to content the people, released Barabbas unto them, and 
delivered Jesus, when he had scourged him, to be crucified. 

16 And the soldiers led him away into the hall, called Praetorium; and they call together 
the whole band. 

17 And they clothed him with purple, and platted a crown of thorns, and put it about his

Friday: Crucifixion 
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Just five days earlier, the people of Jerusalem hailed Jesus as the savior sent from God. 
Now, they cried out to crucify Him. 

Pilate did not wish to condemn this innocent Man; he tried to arrange for Jesus release. But 
the religious leaders stirred up the people and caused them to demand the release of a 
murderer and the Savior of the world killed. 

Such a tragedy. And yet, ultimately a victory. 

We are all guilty of Christ's death, as guilty as those who cried out for His crucifixion. Christ 
died for each of us, for every sinner, and for every sin. Sin and death needed to be 
conquered for us to live forever. 

There was no other way than for the Son of God and the Son of Man to suffer, to die, to 
conquer death and the devil, and to rise again. 

Only Christ could fulfill this role, so even though he prayed for the cup of suffering to pass 
from Him, He was still obedient unto death, even death on a cross.

Matthew 27:57-66 

57 When the even was come, there came a rich man of Arimathaea, named Joseph, who 
also himself was Jesus' disciple: 

58 He went to Pilate, and begged the body of Jesus. Then Pilate commanded the body to 
be delivered. 

59 And when Joseph had taken the body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, 

60 And laid it in his own new tomb, which he had hewn out in the rock: and he rolled a 
great stone to the door of the sepulchre, and departed. 

61 And there was Mary Magdalene, and the other Mary, sitting over against the 
sepulchre. 

62 Now the next day, that followed the day of the preparation, the chief priests and 
Pharisees came together unto Pilate, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that that deceiver said, while he was yet alive, After three 
days I will rise again.

After Christ gives up His spirit and dies, Joseph of Arimathaea begs Pilate for Jesus' body. 
Joseph buries Christ in his own brand new tomb. 

Afterwards, Jesus' followers depart in sadness to prepare for the Sabbath day. 
The tomb is sealed and silent. 

Ironically, Christ's enemies are the only ones who believe that Jesus' body might disappear 
before the third day. They are the only ones who seem to remember Christ's claim that He 
would rise again. The Pharisees think Jesus' disciples might steal His body to make it look 
like He rose again, so they ask for guards to be posted to secure the dead Man. 

The soldiers are posted, and now they too are waiting patiently for the third day to come. 

Today, we know the end of the story and are no longer waiting for the first resurrection. We 
are waiting for Christ to come again.

John Chapter 20:1-18

2 Then she runneth, and cometh to Simon Peter, and to the other disciple, whom Jesus 
loved, and saith unto them, They have taken away the Lord out of the sepulchre, and we 
know not where they have laid him. 

3 Peter therefore went forth, and that other disciple, and came to the sepulchre. 

4 So they ran both together: and the other disciple did outrun Peter, and came first to the 
sepulchre. 

5 And he stooping down, and looking in, saw the linen clothes lying; yet went he not in. 

6 Then cometh Simon Peter following him, and went into the sepulchre, and seeth the 
linen clothes lie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about his head, not lying with the linen clothes, but wrapped 
together in a place by itself. 

8 Then went in also that other disciple, which came first to the sepulchre, and he saw, and 
believed. 

9 For as yet they knew not the scripture, that he must rise again from the dead.

Easter Sunday: Resurrection! 
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After the sabbath had past, on the first day of the week, some of Jesus' followers go to 
anoint His body, to further preserve it in death. 

But they cannot find His body. 

His body is not there. 

Jesus' followers are sad and confused. 

An Angel even appears and delivers a message of hope. (See Mark 16:6.) 
But Mary Magdalene still weeps outside the tomb. 
And then, He appears, her Master. 
He is risen! 

His body no longer needed preserving, for it was preserved for life everlasting. Christ 
conquered death and lives forever so that we may too. 

Mary ran to tell the others the Good News. 

Jesus body doesn't need preserving. But the message of His love, His death, and His 
resurrection does. 

Let us celebrate and preserve the wonderful truth of Jesus' victory. 
He is risen!
